We publish, above, the call of the Central 


Committee for a 8tate Convention, to be held 
at Madison, on tbe 4th of June, to appoint fif- 
teen delegates to the National Convention, at 
Philadelphia, on thn 17th of June. We had 
hoped tbat tbe Committee would call a MUSK 
Convention, and as there seemed to be no good 
objection to it, and a respectable portion of the 
pres* had urged'the importance of such n Con 
volition, wo regret that tbe wishes of a large 
class of the party had not been regarded. If 
tbe Republican party is defeated in thi* State, 
tbia fall, we shall attribute it to this first move- 
ment. A Mass Convention would have called 
out a large and enthusiastic meeting, such at 
inaugurated the birth of the party on the 13th 
of July, 1£5-1, and would hnve beeu an earnest 
of good to oome.
